Chen’s speech at an Albanian Embassy reception 
on 28 November also contained a sharp warning 
against any new resort to force by the Indians, which 
Chen said would be ’’futile.” He added that Indian 
failure to respond ’’positively” to the Chinese pro- 
posals--”in accordance with the desires of the US” 

— would be ’’most dangerous.” 

Peiping's keen interest in the proposed meeting 
of neutrals in Colombo early next month and the 
strong Chinese desire to appear reasonable at this 
time suggest that at least a token pull-back will take 
place on schedule.

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Congo : Adoula's opponents failed to overthrow 
his government in a parliamentary vote on 28 No- 
vember, but Adoula may have won only a brief 
reprieve. 


The motion to censure Adoula received 50 of 
99 votes, 16 short of the required two-thirds major- 
ity of those present.

The opposition will almost certainly try again 
in the near future.
